He bad a true Judgment 
and firm Courage , with a generous 
Temper, and was a great Patron and 
Promoter of Learning ; He deſpiſed 
Wealth, was free from aſpiring, and 
aſſerted the Rights of the Crown, and 
the Liberties of this Church againſt 
Papal IM [ſurpations. T heſe were great 
Oualities, and ſo much the greater, 
becauſe the Corruptions of the Clergy 
from the Papacy down to the Beggmg 
Orders, were then to an inſupportable 
degree. 

In any other Age the publiſhing a 
Life which has ſo great a Relation to 
the moſt Glorious part of our Hi iſtory 
might have lookt like a reproach of the 
Time im which it came out.

And though ſome of Gregor5's Crea- 
tures taught publickly that he was freed 
from the obligation of the Oath thar he 
had taken to-extinguiſh the Schiſm, in 
that he might abſolve himſelt from ic 
by his oxn Authority; yet the belt 
Lawyers, as ® Peter Ancharanis , Care 
dinil Francis Zabarellt, and Antony de 
Butrio, who all flouriſh'd at that time, 
maintain'd the contrary, affirming that 
in this cale both the Popes were guilty 
of Perjury , which Opinion was aſter- 
wards follow'd by Philip ® Decins. 

This departure of the Cardinals from 
the Pope was very acceptable tro moſt 
of che Chriſtian Princes, and particular- 
ly to our King Henry and Charles King 
of France, who being tired with the 
ſhifts and delays of the Popes, had late- 
ly withdrawn their obedience from 
them both, which nevertheleſs the Hi- 
ſtorians of both Nations, who were Pen- 
tioners to the Pope, have unfaichfully

z this Year by the K; ng's Authority, 
it was forbidden to pay any Money due 
to the Treafury of Rome out of Biſho-» 
This the Cardi- 
na's requeſted by their Letters, which 
are yet to be ſen 1a the publick Re- 
cords, aihrming that thoſe vaſt Sums of 
Money which u cre carried to Rome eve- 
ry Year out of this Kingdom, did incite 
the Popes to lec the Papacy, and hin- 
drcd them from 1a ying it down when 
they had once obtaind it; neither is 
this raken notice of by any of our Wri- 
ers 

And though the Froach had all along 
lIided with the Popes at Avign ”, yet 
now that King perceiving the obltinacy 
of BemeaiF, rctusd to obey him any 
longer, 
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longer, as * Baldns relates, who allo 
proves that his withdrawing his obeCt- 
ence from him was juſt and realonable : 
Afterwards by a Decree of the Parlia- 
ment of Paris, the Cardinals and Offi- 
cers of the Apoltolick Chamber were 
forbid to meddle with the Prohis ariſing 
out of Annates ; and two of the Popes 
Emiſſarics who had brought to Paris 
his Bulls of Excommunicaticn againſt 
the King and the Princes, were put in 
a Dunpcart with Paper-mirters upon 
their Heads, carried through that Ciry 
in an ignominious manner ; as * Charles 
Molineu', an Accurate Lawyer, not re- 
lying upon the credit of the French Hi- 
ſtorians, hath prov'd out of the publick 
Adtts of that Courr. 

Wherefore 4 7h-odoric of Niſmes doth 
deſervedly accule the Remilsnels of the 
Emperors. For Charles the Fourth, in 
whoſe time the Schilm began, not only 
neglefted the Calamities of the Church, 
but alſo ſhametfully weakned the Fm 
pire by renouncing the Kingdom of Ay-

Empire diJ nothing becoming a Prince. 
Robert of Bavaria, who alter the depo» 
ling of IWexceſlans by the Eleftors, was 
made Emperor, little minded the At- 
f.irs cither of the Empire or the Church, 
lor he ſufter'd [raly, Avienrn, and feve- 


«- ral other Parts of the Empire to be de- 
" tained by thoſe that had no right to 
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riem, and ſiding witlr Gregory he was 
accounted the chick Author of theſe 
D1iflenfions in the Church. 

it is certatn that the Emperors in 
thoſe rimes were much degenerated 
from thole of former Ages, who both 

made and * depos'd the Popes , and 
* call'd Councils for compoſing the Dit- 
lerences of Chriſtendom : And indeed 
there was never more nced of fuch a

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power in the Emperor than at this time, 
for through theſe Fattions of the Popes, 
the Faith of Chriſtians began to ſtagger, 
all holy things were bought and fold, 
the Manners of the Clergy were cor- 
rupted without Cenlure ; and the Popes 
themſelves were men of ſuch difſolute 
Lives, that theſe things would find bur 
little credit with Poſterity, it they were 
not deliver'd by ewo Writers of ap- 
prov'd integrity , Theodoric of Niſmes, 
and Baptiſta Platinas, who were both Se- 
cretaries to Popes, and lived in the 
Court of Rome, one under Sixtus the 
Fourth, and the other under Urban the 
Sixth, Boniface the Ninth, [anocent the 
Seventh, and now at this time under 
Gregory the Tweltith. 

The Cardinals of Gregory's Party per- 
ceiving that the Emperor was not ver 
ſollicicous 1n appeaſing theſe Tumulrs 
in the Church, preſently after their ar- 
rival at Piſa, Schr by a publick Edit 
that Gregory was the Author of the 
Schiſm, that he was ceveſted of the Pa- 
pacy, that whatſoever ſhould be atted 
by him as Pope for the future, was attu- 
ally void, forbidding the Biſhops, Ab- 
bots, Prelates, and all thoſe St held 
of the Church, to pay to any of his Of- 
ficers, 
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ficers, any Annates, Tribute , or other 
Dues; and having calF'd into them the 
Cardinals of Benedid's Party, who had 
latcly revolted from him at the perfua- 
lon of Charles King of France, by a ge- 


- neral Conſent they deveſted them both 


of the Papacy, and appointed a Coun- 
cil to be held the next Year at P//a, on 
the Feaſt of the Annunciaxtion tor chuling 
a new Pope ; all which they ſignified 
by Leitrers to a'l the Princes of Chrti- 
ſt:ndom , deliring their tavour and al- 
fiſtance for ferling the peace of the 
Church, to which end they enjoin'd all 
the Bilhops of the Weſtern Church to be 
preſent at ths Council 

Now although ſome of the * Divines 
of that Age, to ſerve their own Inte» 
reſts by Alactering the Pope, maintain'd 
that the Cardinals were guilty of 
Schiſm, and that a * Council could not 
be calld without the Pope's Authority, 
Yer Blas At ardinal Z abareli i, and Peter 
Anchar anus detended them, For ” Baldus 
ſays, that againſt fuch kind of Popes

to which may be added the * ſenſe of 
the Univerlitics of Paris and Boloenr, 


who put out their Decrees in favour of 


the Cardinals ; and very lately, © Car- 
dinal Bellarmire, a very rigorous De- 
ſender of the Pontificat Dignity, as he 
doth not plainly allow of the Authority 
of the Council of Piſz, fo neither hath 
he ventur'd poſitively to deny it. The

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minds of all the Chriſtian Princes, eſpe- 
cially of our King and the King of France, 
were very much inclin'd in favour of the 
Council ; and this Year the Cardinal of 
Bourdeanx, a man of known Wiſdom 
and Integrity, came from P:ſa, firſt in- 
to France, and afterwards into England, 
where in a long Oration before the King 
and Parliament, he fo incenſed them all 
againſt Gregory, that 7homas Archbi- 
ſhop of Canterbury, being allo induced 
to it by Letters from the Univerſity of 
Paris, had determined to go himſclt to 
rhe Council, but at the King's ___ 
ſion, who put him in mind of the care 
of his Health, the inconvenicnces of 
travelling, and the publick Afﬀairs of 
the Kingdom, he laid aſide that De- 
ſign, and it was unanimouſly agreed 
upon to fend Delegates to aſſiſt at the 
Council in the name of the Enzliſb Na- 
tion, This was the ſtate of the Church 
of Rome when the Council of Ps was 
appointed. 


To return now to FHexry Chichele ;

Monaſtick Life, he was mnecally 
eſtecm'd unfit for the Adminiſtration of 
Publick Aﬀairs, He enjoy'd not the 
Sce of Rome either long or peaceably ; 
for the next Year going from Piſa to 
Boloons on the firſt of May, inthe Tenth 
Monch of his Pontificate, he was poi- 
ſon'd, as it 15 believd, and Bulthaſar 
Coſſ % whom he had made Legate of 
Boloent, a man of a herce _ 
and firter for the Soldiery than the 
Prieſthood , was choſen Pope by the 
College of Cardinals, partly through 
fear of the Soldiers that he kept in Gar- 
rilon in the City, and partly by bribing

On the 29* of Mach 1413. Hoary 
the Fourth dyed at Weftminfter , and

* Prince, ſucceeded him, ro whom, in 
| reſpeft of his excellent Endowments, 
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the Nobility of their own accord {wore 
Allegiance before he was crownd, 
which we never rcad to have been done 
to any of our Kings before him. While he 
was in a private Capacity, he ſpent his 
younger days loolcly and extravagantly; 
Lut when he came to the Crown, he 
chang'd his courſe of Life rogether with 
his Condition ; for he prelently put 
away from him all thole that he had 
made his Equals, and who had {:rv'd 
him as Inſtruments of his Extrava- 
gances, and took ro him all the wileſt 
and graveſt men, whole Counſels his 
Father had made uſe cf, amongſt them 
H-nry Biſhop of St. David's, whom he 
ever after highly c{tcemed, and this ve- 
ry Year, inthe beginning of his Reign, 
he choſe him our of all che relt, and 
ſent him upon two very honourable 
Embaſhes, firſt ro the King of Fraxce, 
and then to the Duke of Buronndy ;, the 
remembrance of which we owe ro the 
French Writers, for ours have omitted 
this and many other pallages.

return'd without concluding any thing, 
cither becauſe they did nor like the per- 
lon of the Lady, or becaule che K/n?

I mill 
aſſiſt them in maintaining and defending 
th: Papacy, and the Riphts ef $t, Peter, 
azainſt all perſons whatſoever, as far as 
it conſiſts with wy Order.

He came to Leiceſter upon the ac- 
count of the Parliament which the Kyng 
had call'd there, that he might conlule 
with his Prelates, Lords and Commons 
about making new Laws, railing Mo- 
ney, and the State of the Kingdom 1n 
general. In this Parliament the Arch- 
biſbop by his great Wiſdon averted a 
terrible Storm from the Church, which 
was rais'd againſt it by the envy of 
the Nobility and Commonalty at the 
Wealth of the Prelates, which had 
ſhewed ir ſelf at ſeveral times during 
the Reign of H-ary the Fourth , bur 
now feem'd to threaten them more 
nearly in this new Government, For 
ten years before this in a Parliament 
holden at Coventry in the Year 1404. 
when King Henry the Fourth demanded 
Money of them for his Wars with the 
Scots, the Welſh , the Bretons, the Flom 
ings, and the French, the Houſe of Com 
mons replied , that there was no other 
way of ſupplying the neceſſities of the 
Publick, but by diminiſhing the cxcel- 
five Wealth of the Clergy ; and that 
luch was the Condition of the People 
of England, that they not only advanc'd 

Money 
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Money continually for the Service of 
the War, but alſo expos'd their perſons 
tothe common Enemy, while the Cler- 
gy ſtaid at home, and neither ſerv'd their 
Coun:ry with their Perſons, nor their 
Eſtates, To this Thomas Arundel Arch- Whilf the 
biſhop of Canterbury , briskly replied, 5 ad 
That the Clergy granted Tenths oftner han the Larry 
than the Laity did Fiftecnths, and that 44 Fifrcenths, 
more of their Tenants and Domeſticks *© 
ſervd inthe Wars, than of thoſe of the 
Nobility, beſide their Prayers which 
they pour d out to God day and night for 
the proſperity of the Kingdom. And 
preſently turning himſelf ro the Kine, 
he fell upon his Knees, and beſoughr 
him that he would -be mindful of his 
Oath by which he had folemnly promis'd wich confi 
beiore God and Man to preferve the 759%, 
Rights and Privileges of the Church —— 
entire and unviolated; by which, and 4 Predeceſſer 
by ergaging thols of the Nobility A —— 
whom he chougbt to favour his Caule, vers che 
he prevaiFd fo tar, that the Demands #**, 
of the Commons were thrown out by a 
publick Act. 

Six years alter this in another Parlia- 
ment hulden by Heory the Fourth at another 4d.

which they conſumed in Debauchery 
and Excels, were ſufficient to ſupply 
the Neceſſities of the King and King- 
dom, that out of them might be main- 
tain'd Fifteen Earls, Fifteen hundred 
Knights, Six thouſand ewo hundred 
Eſquires, and One hundred Hoſpitals, 
and therefore they beſought the King 
that he would feile them into his own 
hands, and out of them would defray 
the neceſſary Expences of the Kingdom. 
To which 7 homas Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury again replied, That the Commons 
did not deſire the Lands of the Clergy to 
enrich the Exchequer, but to repair 
their own Fortunes, which were waſted 
by their Prodigality out of the rich 
Spoils of the Church ; as it had for- 
merly happened to the Monaſteries in 
France, which in the Wars between the 
Fnoliſh and the French were brought 
into the Treaſury, out of which (aid 
he) the King has not now ſo much as a 
Noble left. Ar that time alſo the King 
rejected the Petition of the Commons, 
whether it were that he fear'd an erer+ 
nal Infamy would attend him it he 
ſhould rob the Church, or becauſe he 
thought that the Promoters of this De- 
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fgn were ſecret Favourers of the Do- 
Arine of John Wickliff, to which he had 
always a great averlion.

Having therefore communicated this 

Afﬀair to the Biſhops, it was determin'd 7» avid

Now our Kings claim'd the Crown of 
France by this Title, Charles the Fair 
King of France, who was the only fur- 
viving Male-Heir of the Line of Philip 
the Fair, his Father dying without Iſſue, 
Edward the Third King of England, Son 
to Edward the Second by I/abels, Daugh- 
ter of Philip the Fair, by his Ambaila» 
dors demanded the Crown of France of 
the Eſtates of that Kingdom, as next of 
kin to Philip the Fair his Mother's Fa- 
ther, and Charles his Unkle. On the 
other fide, Phil;p de Valow , Son to 
Charles de Valois, who was Brother to 
Philip the Fair, maintained that he was 
next Heir by right of Succeſhon, as 
Couſin German to the late King Charles 
the Fair, whereas Edward claim'd only 
in right of his Mother, as being Grand- 
fon to Philip the Fair by his Daughter, 
and Nephew to Charles the Fair by his 
Siſter ; which Claim was contrary to

The Archbiſbop having ended his 
Speech, the King ſeem'd very much 
attected with it. But Ralph Newil 
Earl of Weſtmorland, Prefident of the 
North, fearing the Incurſions of the

* He alſo ſhew'd in the Inſtances of 
* Milcolm and David Bruce , that the

The King and the Nobility were fo 
much inclin'd in favour of this Opint- 
on, but eſpecially the Dukes of Clarence, 
Beiford and Glorrſter the King's Bre- }

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thren, who were enflam'd with the de- 
ſire of acquiring Honour and Renown 
in the War with Frazce by the Exam» 
ple of their Anceſtors, that when ir 
came to be voted after the ulual man» 
ner, they all concurred in their Opint- 
on with the Archbiſhop, and cried our 
confuſedly in the Houſe , War, War 
with France. 

By this means the Archbiſhop ob- ,,, ,.-. 
tain'd great commendation of Poſterity ſp"; renown- 
for his Wiſdom, who by this Counſel © /* io 
of his promoted a very ſuccelsful War, —_ g 
and averted a very great Calamity from 
the Church. 

The King having diſſolv'd the Parlia- 
ment, with great diligence provided his 
Army and Navy, and made all other 74. z.,, 5.

deſigning to invade Fraxce the next © 7 
Year. In the beginning of which, that 145 5. 
he might proceed according to the Law 
of Nations, he ſent Ambaſſadors into 
France the Biſhops of Durham and Nor- Serds Amba. 
wich to demand the Kingdom of King 277 7 4 
Charles, who receiv*'d them civilly, and A 
told them, that he would fhortly fend 
Ambaſſadors into England to return an 
Anſwer to their Demands. The Flcer

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tion, and the Soldiers being order'd to 
rendezvouz at Southampton, 1n order to 
embark on Board the Fleet, The Kyzng 
in his Journy thither ſtaid ſome time ar 
Wincheſter , where the French Ambaſſa- 
dors came to him, who were the Earl 
of Vendoſm*, William Bouratier Archbi- 
ſhop of Borges, Peter Fremell Biſhop ot 
Lifcenx, and Walter Cole Secretary tothe 
King, The Archbiſhop of Bowges made 
an E-loquene Oration 1n the name of the 
reſt ; in which, ater he had largely and 
floridly delcrib'd the Miſeries of War, 
and the Advantages of Peace, he ofter'd 
the King in marriage the Lady Cath 
rine , King Charle's Daughter, it he 
would deſiſt from the War, promiſing 
for her Dowry a great Sum of Money, 


', and ſome ow of thoſe Provinces which

the King demanded by right of Inheri- 
tance. The King only an{wer'd at that 
time, that he would conſider of the Con- 
ditions which they propos'd, and the 
next day fitting on his Throne, and at- 
rended with a great number of the No- 
bility, the Ambaſſadors being call'd in, 
he told them that the Conditions which 
they ofter'd were ſuch, as he could not 
accept of with honour; and calling 
Hemry Archbiſhop of Canterbury , he 
com- 
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commanded him to give a fuller Anſwer 
to the Archbiſhop ot Bourges Oration 
which he did to this effect. 


That the King as ſoon as he came to the The avehbi-

Crown, thought nothing of greater impor» 
tance thin to maintain peace as well at 
home among ſt his own Subjetts, as abroad 
with Foreien Princes. For which cauſe 
he had call d a Parliament, in which having 
ſetled his Aﬀairs at home , he had ſent 
Ambaſſadors into France to claim his right, 
and to demand that part of the K jngdom of 
France which the Kings of England had 
held for ſome Ages by a lawful poſſeſſion.

and revenge the wrong they had done him 
when he perceitd they made no account of 
his Right. Nevertheleſs, thit be might 
teftify to all the World, how averſe be was 
from ſheddins Chriſtian Blood by the mu- 
tual Butchery of War, that he would remit 
ſomething of his Right, that be would diſ- 
band his Army, and eſtabliſh a Peace be« 
tween the two Nations by marriage with 
Catharine, Wpon condition that they would

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reſtore to him the Dutchies of Aquitain 
and Anjou, and the other Dominions which 
his Anceſtors enjoy'd in France neither for- 
eibly, mor clandeſtinely, nor precariouſiy. 
That unleſs theſe Conditions were accepted, 
the King would immediately enter France 
with his Army, and lay it waſte with Fire 
and Sword 3 nor would he ever deſift from 
flanghter and revenge, till be bad redac'd it 
to his obedience, and had recover d the Do- 
minion tranſmitted to him by right of In- 
heritance from his Predeceſſors. And laſtly, 
That he calfd God Almighty both for a 
Witneſs and Avenzer of bis Cauſe, whoſe 
Majeſty he truſted would be propit:ous to fo 
juſt a War, 

When the Archbiſhop had done 
ſpeaking, the King interpos'd, and 
with his Royal Word conhrm'd all 
that he had deliverd in more copious 
and Rhetorical Terms. To which 
when the Archbiſpop of Bourges began 
to reply with reproachtul Language, 
and to refle upon the Kg with more 
ſreecom than conliſted with the Cha- 
rater of an Ambaſlador, the Kng on- 
ly reprimanded him for the liberty 
which he took, and commanded the 
Amballadors ro depait the Kingdom 
undcr fate Conduct,

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The King ſoon after follow'd them, 
ſetting fail trom Sourbampron with his 
whole Army on the 13" of An-oft ; 
And at his firſt arrival in Norm aay, 
he took Farflew, a very ftrong Town, 
aſter a Month's ſiege; the Winter com- 
ing on, he march'd from thence ro- 
wards Calair, and having pals'd the 
Seine, and being provok'd ard fet upon 
in his march by the French, he defear- 
ed them in a pitcher Bartel near A» 
court on the 25" of Offober. Ir is cer- 
tain that the Engliſh never fought with 
greater ſucceſs, than in this Bartel ; tor 
of the French Ten thouland were ſlain, 
with the loſs of Two hundred only on 
our ſide, as the © French Writers them- 
ſelves have recorded ir, and the Dukes 
of Orleans and Bourbon, with a great 
many of the Nobility of France, were 
taken Priſoners, and brought over into 
England. 

Whilſt the King was in France, by 
his command the Archbiſhop of Cantry- 
bury order'd all the Clergy of that Dio- 
cels to be in Arms , leſt the French 
ſhould in the King's abſence make any 
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attempt upon the Coaſt of Ken, 
which lay expos'd to their Invaſion ; 
after which he appointed a Synod of his 
Province to be held at Loxdon on the 
28" of November : The firſt day of their 
mecting was taken up in Religious 
Solemnmiries; For after Maſs, which was 
celebrated in the Vorning by the Archbi- 
ſhop on the High Altar in St. Pas/"s, Wit- 
liam Lyndewood Chancellor of Canterbu- 
ry preach'd before the whole Body of the 
Clergy (which was aſſembled in S. Ma- 
13's Chappel in that Cathedral) up- 
on theſe words of the Prophet Jeremy 
(cap. 6. v.16.) Stand ye in the ways and 
fee. The following days the Biſhops 
and Abbors met in St, Mary's Chappel, 
and the Priors , Deans, Archdeacons, 
and Proctors ot the feveral Dioceſſes 
withdrew into the Chapter-houle , 
where they conſulted ſeparately abour 
the Aﬀairs of the Church, from whence 
they are generally call'd the Upper and 
Lower Houle of Convocation.

There remain'd yer Gregory the 
Tweltth, and Bened:# the Thirteenth 
Grevory, when he ſaw that he mult fub- 
mit, {ent Charles Milt: [t Prince of .4* 
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minums, as his Legate to Conſtance, with 
a large Commiſſion, in which full 
power was granted him to lay down 
the Pontificate in his Name. Where- 
upon the Legate putting on the Pontifi- 
cal Robes, and fitting in the Papal 
Chair, as repreſenting the Perlon of 
Gregory, read his Commiſſion publickly, 
and reſ1gn'd the Papacy. 

Beneailt allo being deſerted by Ferdi- 
nand King of Arrazon, who had hither- 
to obey'd him, by rhe Sentence of the 
Council was divclited of the Popedom. 
And that theſe D:poſitions of the Popes 
might appear to be Jawful, it was de- 
rermin'd by a Decree of the Council, 
that a 4 General Council doth derrve its 
Power immediately from Chriſt, and that 
th: Pope is ſubordinate to it. 

After this they conſulted about chu- 
ſing a new Pope, and it was agreed up- 
on by the Council, that fix men out of 
cach Nation ſhould be deputed to go in- 
to the Conclave with the Cardinals, 
and clet a Pope.

All this while the People of Roan 
held out very obſtinately, though they 
were reduc'd to the greateſt Extremi- 
ties, For after ſix Months ſiege, in 
which Six thouſand Men periſhed , 
partly by the Sword, and partly by Fa- 
mine, thoſe that remain'd were forc'd 
to feed upon the moſt loathſome Ani-

ture out of France, and again very late- 
ly by Letters, The Synod granted half 
a Tenth vpon all Livings; and it was 
alſo agreed, that thoſe that held Chap- 
pels or Chantries, or that receiv'd Sti- 
pends for ſaying Maſs, ſhould pay to 
the King 6 s.

tence of conferring with him, made a 

private League with King Henry by his 

Ambaſſadors, and promis'd him the 

Lady Catharine in marriage, with all 

o:her aſſiſtances for the proſecution of

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his Conqueſts. He only defir'd him to 
come in perſon to Troyes, and there con- 
clude a Peace publickly with King 
Charl: $. 

The Duke of Burgzndy had at that 
time in 1145 power King Charles, Queen 
Iſabel, and their Daughter Catharine , 
with Par the chief City of the King- 
dom , 2nd the whole management ol 
the Government ; for {abc}, who hated 
the Da»1h:4, had pur him by, and ad- 
vanc'd the Duke of Burgundy to thic 
Regency.

who firſt took the Oath, fwore Allegi- 
ance to King H-nry; for they concerv'd 
a greater clteem of his Wiſdom and 
Courage when they faw kim preſent 
amongit them, than they had done be- 
fore from the bare admiration of his 
Actions at a diſtance. 

It was toward the end of 1:y, 1420. 
when the Nuptials were folemnized at 
Trozes;theNews of which being brought 
into Enzland, the excels of jry where- 
with it was univerſally receiv'd, almoſt 
leflen'd the belicf of the truth of ir, 
The Archbilhop of Canterbury » hav nz

{ail'd over into Fraxce to congratulate 7 
the King upon his late Marriage, and :s £; 


by his Counſels to confirm his new Go- 
vernment. He arriv'd at Troyes quit as 
the King was departing thence to go 


againſt the Dauphin, who was the only : 


Enemy he had now remaining, 

In the bezinning of Jy che King 
march'd toward Sexs, and having taken 
Menterean, his next Attempt was upon 
H $ M: lun, 
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Melun , which after a Siege of four 
Months, was furrender'd to him in the 
beginning of November. There were 
preſent at this Stege with King Henry, 
Charles King of France. Fames King of 
Scotland, Philip Duke of Burgundy, W:l- 
lim Duke of Bavaria, with ſeveral 
o:her Princes ; the Archb:ſbop allo con+ 
tinued all the while in tlze C:mp, and 
after the ſurrender of the Place, attend- 
ed the King with his Father-in law and 
both the Queens to Pars, trom vw hence 
he return'd into Ex2/and about the cad 
of November, 

In the beginning of February 1421. 
the King having left the management 
of his Aﬀairs in France to /[{umprby 
Duke of G/oe+/ter , and Philip Duke of 
Bur2unay, came over into Ex-land with 
Queen Catharins, where he was recciv'd 
with incredible applaule, and univerſal 
demonſtrations of joy, and by the Arch- 
biſhop's command Proceſſions were 
made to all Churches and Chappels for 
jour days together, Soon after his ar- 


rival in Erzland, he defir'd Money for 
the Var with France of the Parliament 
aſlembled at Weſftminſt: r, during whole

bridce, both Dottors of Divinity, who 
in two eloquent Speeches requeſted 1n 
behalf of both Univerſities, that the 
Decree made in the Synod four Years 
before, about conferring Benefices upon 
thoſe only who had taken Degrees in 
the Univerſities according to the value 
of the ſeveral Livings, and the dignity 


of the Degrees might now be publiſhed, 
H 4 W ith 
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with the addition of the Claule formerly 
put in, that by repealing thoſe Statutes 
of the Univerſities, Monks might be ad- 
mitted to Degrees in Divinity before they 
were Maſters of Arts, and Prieſts might 
commence Doctors of Canon Law, though 
they had not ſtudied the Cruil Law, which 
the Maſters of Arts of both Univerſities 
havins chang'd their minds, had at length 
conſented to. Moreover, to reſtrain the 
Avarice of Biſhops and Archdeacons, 
it was Decreed, That no Biſbep ſhould 
take more than 1 welve Shillines for Inſtie 
eution, mor an Archdexcon for Indudtion, 
and that Orders ſhould be groen grates, 
Allo Simon Terraminus , one of the 
Pore's Receivers, in a handiome Speech 
delird Money of the Synod for Pope 
Mezrtin, but they gave no ear to him, 
conceiving that the Tenths, Annates, 
and other Perquiſites which were paid 
yearly into the Pope's Exchequer, were 
more than ſufficient to ſupply his Ne- 
ceſlities, 

[he Archbiſhop having diſſolv'd the 
Synod,employ'd his care upon thatJuril- 
diction which he had hitherto exercis'd 
in France, that fo the ſame Peace which 
had reconcil'd the two Kingdoms , 
might alſo unite both the Churches, 

To 
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To which end he recall'd thoſe Judges 74, 4«16p#p 
which he had plac'd in moſt of thoſe recalls the 
Dioceſſes that were conquer'd by the 74 - 
King, and by his Letters commanded ud om. * 
all the People of France, that for the mxdid the 
ſuture they ſhould obey their Biſhops, 35"... 
and the Ordinaries of the Places in «inaric:. 
which they liv'd. 

After this, the King having receiv'd 
news of the death of his Brother Thomas 
Duke of Clarence, who was ſlain in a 
Battel lately fought with the Forces of 
the Dauphin in Anjou, haſtned into 7h King 
France , leaving the Queen big with #4fav - 
Child, who on the $*" of December was F2nce,n bs 
deliver'd of a Son at Wird/or, who was dearh 
Chriſten'd by the Archbiſhop with great #5 Hens 
Solemnity, and nam'd Henry. His God- indo, 
fathers were John Duke of Bedford, Re- 
gent of Exzland, and Henry Biſhop of 
Wincheſter, the King's Uncle ; and his 
Godmother was Jaque/ize Counteſs of 
Holland. Aﬀterwards, when he came to 
the Crown, he us'd to call the Archbi- 
ſhop Godfather, and always paid him a 
great deal of reſpe&t. 

In the beginning of April, 1422, the 1422. 
Qucen being recover'd of her lying in, The Queen +: 
was conducted into France to the Kjng po —_ | 
by the Duke of Bedford, and Finmphry wh 
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Duke of Gloerfter was left Regent in 
England. 

The time was now at hand in which 
another General Council was to be held 
according to the Decrez of the ® Coun- 
cil of Conſtance. by which it was orgain'd 
that at che end of five years a Council 
ſhould be calld, ſeven years aftcr that 
another, and {o every ten years con» 
ſtantly. It was now the fifth year lince 
the diſſolution of the Council of Con- 
ſtance, whereupon this Year Pope Mar- 
tim pitch*'d upon Pavia for the place of 
their Seſſion, 

In En:land t'e Archbiſhop call'd a 
Synod of the: Province of Canterbury at 
London on the 4 of Aw2nfſt, in which 
many Perlons out of the whole Body of 
Biſhops, Prelates and Dottors were no- 
minated, w ho were to be reterr'd to the 
King's approbation;z and it was con- 
cluded that the Archbiſhop ſhould ſig. 
nify their Names by Letters to the King, 
who ſhould chuſe whom he pleas'd out 
of them to repreſent the Exelſh Nation 
at th: Council of Pewis, and that there 
ſhould be allow'd for their Expences 
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Three 
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Three pence in the Pound our of all 
Benefices that paid Tenths, and Eight 
pence out of thoſe that did not come 
under that Tax. 

But this Aﬀair came to nothing. For 
Alfonſus King of Arregon, having a 
quarrel againſt Pope M:rtin, becaule at 
his inſtigation, Joz» Queen of Naples 
had put him by, and appointed L-wis 
of Anjou her Succeſlor in the Kingdom, 
ſent his Ambaſſadors to Pawis, who 
with Gifts and Promiſes promoted the 
Intercſt of B-n:di# the Thirteenth, 
who was (till alive, and acted as Pope 
at Paniſchols » V hercupon Pope M:rtm 
preſently diſſolv'd the Council which 
had been begun at Pawvis, and from 
thence by realon of the Plague was re- 
mov'd to Sens, and appointed another 
to be held ſeven years after at Bal, 

In the Synod at Londin one William 
White a Prieſt, and one //emry Webb of 
Worceſter, were accus'd of Herely ; the 
firſt for preaching publickly withour 
a Licence , who was therefore forc'd 
to recant before the Synod; and the 
other for ſaying Maſs without being in 
Orders, who was ſentenc'd tobe whipp'd 
in three of the chict Cities, London, 
Worcefter and Bath, Allo one William

Taylor a Maſter of Arts, was call'd in 
queſtion for ſpreading abroad again 
ſome Opinions which he had recanted 
in the Synod rwo years before, for 
which he was 'faid to be relaps'd into 
Hereſy, His 7enets were thele : That 
God alone was to be invol”d by the Prayer; 
of the Faithful ; that that Worſhip was 
due to Chriſt himſelf not upon the account 
of his Human Nature, but of his Divine 
Nature only ; that it was not lawful to 
pray to Saints, or any other created Bring ; 
that thoſe that offer'd Gifts to the Image 
of the Croſs, or of the Saints were guilty 
of Idolatry; that « Monaſtick Life was 
contrary to the Inſtitutions of Chriſt ; 
that the Adminiſtration of Civil Affairs 
and all Secular Government was forbidden 
to Prieſts by Chriſt himſelf ; and that ma- 
ny of thoſe Opinions that were condemn'd 
as impious by the Council of Conſtance, 
were Orthodox. All thele Afertions 
were referr'd by the Archbiſhop as 
Judge 1n this Aﬀair, to the four Orders 
of Meandicant Fryers, who were to cx- 
amine whether they were agreable to 
the Holy Scriptures, and the Senſe of 
the Fathers ; and the Lawyers were or- 
der'd to conſider what puniſhment was 
to be inflited on one relapſed into He- 


rely.

reſy. The Divines deliverd their Opi- 
nion, That the 7exers maintain'd by 
him were ample , and contrary to the 
Holy Seriptures and the Decree of the 
Church of Rome. As to matter of Law, 
Wilam Lyndewood, Ofhcial of the Court 
of Arches, Thomas Brown, Dean of the 
lame Court, and the other Lawyers an- 
iwer'd, That ove ſuſpetted of Herefie , 


was to be debarr* d from the Communion of 


the Church for a year, and if after this pro- 
bation he repented of his Errors , he was 
to be receiv d again into the boſom of the 
Church ; but if he reloaps'd into Hereſy 
again, he was to be reputed guilty of a 
capital Crime , and deliver d over to the 
Secular Power ; whereupon by the Sen- 
tence of the Synod he was declar'd a 
Heretick, and ſolemnly deveſted of his 
Orders. 

Soon aſter the end of this Synod, the 
whole Kingdom was ſeiz'd with the 
greateſt conſternation imaginable upon 
the News of the King's death, who ha- 
ving purlued the Dauphin with too 
much heat as far as Bourges, on the 
3ift of Auguſt dicd at Bois de Vinciennes, 
about three Miles from Paris, of a vio- 
lent Fever, which he had contratted 
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a very unlucky time ; for King Charks 
his Father-in Law, pin'd away with 
griet for the death of his Son King Hen- 
ry, who was very dear to him, and died 
within twenty Cays after. The King's 


| Body was broughr over into Emvland, 


and buried ar H eſ[tminſter, The Inhe- 
ritance of both Kingdoms deſcended to 
H ry the Sixth wie was then an In- 
fanr, the government of + hich was lete 
by the late King in his Will to his ewo 
Brothers ; that of Freland tro Humphry 
Duke of Glocefter, and that of France to 
John Duke of BeAſord, till his Son ſhould 
come of Age, the care of whole Educa- 
tion was commarted to Henry Braufort 
Biſhop of Wizchefter, and Thomas Beans 

fort Duke of Ex«ter his Great Uncles. 
Certainly no King of E-gland ever 
excell'd King //eary the Filth 1n all ver- 
tuous Qualifications; nor was there any 
one whoſe death was ſo prejudicial ro 
the Kingdom, He was adorn'd with all 
the Accompliſhmeanrs both of Body and 
Mind, that could be defir'd in a Prince ; 
with Prudence, Courage, Con'tancy, 
Modeſty, Bounty, Eloquence, Beaury 
and Strength ; all which being attended 
with a ſingular good Fortune, procur'd 
him a wonderful eſtzem amongſt Fo- 
rergners, 
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reigners, and are celebrated as well by 
the French Writers, as by thoſe of or 
own Nation. 

The Date of Glocefter, that he mighe

And indeed it was bur reaſonable thar 
he, who for promoting the common 
good of all, and maintaining the Honour 
of the | Kingdom , ſo little dreaded the 
Pope's Anger, ſhould be defended by the 
publick Authority. 

But che Biſhop of Wizchsfter, belide 


his Title of Cardinal, had the power of 


Legate 1n England conterr'd upon him by 
the Pope, with a very large Commiſſion 
( or as they commonly term'd it) a Fa- 
eulty 3 which Power he exercisd with 
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ſo great Avarice, and got together 

ſuch a prodigious Wealth, that he 

, was generally ſtyl'd the Rich Car- 
inal, 

The Year aſter this he return'd into 
England, and having open'd his Com- 
miſſion in the preſence of Zumphry 
Duke of G/oceſter the Proteftor, and 
many of the Biſhops and Nobility , 

Richard Candray who was appointed 
Proftor for the King by the Duke of 
Glocefter and the Privy Council, expret- 
ly declard, That by a particular Prero- 
gative of the Kings of England , which 
tiny had enjoy'd Ver ſince the memory of 
man, no Leoate from the Pope could come 
into England without th: Ryne 5 leave; | 
and therefore if the Caramal of W 10t-

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Now the chief Realon that mov'd 
the Pope to create the Biſhop of Wins 
cheſter a Cardinal, was, that he mighe 
employ him in the War that he delign'd 
apain't the Bohem! ms, who having em- 
brac'd the Doftrine of Wickiif, had 
pull'd down the Monaſteries and Images, 


' and having aboliſhed almoſt all the 


Rircs and Ceremonies of the Romiſh 
Church, had open'y revolted from rhe 
Government of the Pope. He therc- 
tore made him his General in the Bohe- 
mian War, and arpointed him Legate 
in Hy non Y, Love mid, and all Lermany, 
with a tar larger Commuſhon, by which 
he was impower'd to pardon Rapes 
commitred upon Nuns, to diſpenſe with 
Marriages contracted within the fourth 
degree of Conlanguinity, with the Age 
ot Perlons to be admitted to Orders and 
Benefices, with Interdicts, and many 
other things which were contrary to 
the Conſticutions of the Canon Law ; 
he was allo orderd to demand a Tenth 
of the E£z2/;ſp Clergy tor the Service of 
this War. For this cauſe the Archbi- 
ihop being ſollicued by the Pope's Bull, 
and bcing allo prelsd by Letters from 
che King to conlider of raiſing Money 
'or carrying on the War in Fraxce, call'd

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a Synod at London which began on the 
5*" of July. 
In their firſt Seſſion, at the requeſt 

of the Archbiſhop of Tort Lord Chan- 
cellor, and Walter Hungerford Lord 
Treaſurer, they granted the King half tbe nex:

bers of the Houſe of Commons do emjoy 
when they are choſen to ſerve iu Parlia- 
ment, which was, that neither they nor 
their Scrvants ſhould be arreſted while they 
were aſſembled in Convocation, nor in their 
journy thither, 

But Conzo Zuolanus the Pope's Nun- 
tio, came often to the Synod, and plead. 
cd in behalf of the Pope, bur to no pur- 
pole : When he could not obtain of them 
a Supply for the War with the Bohe- 
mians, which he had follicited in a long 
and prefiing Oration, he produc'd the 
Pope's Letters before the Synod, in 
which he ſignified that he had impos'd a 
Tenth upon the Kingdom of England 
for the ſupport of the Bohemian War ; 
which ſo incenſed the whole Synod, thar 
they abſolutely denied to grant a Tenth. 
However at the importunuty of the Pope 
they gave him Eight pence in every Mark 
ont of all Benefices according to their reſpe» 
five values, provided that this grant were 
not contrary to the King's Prerogative and 
the Laws of the Land. 

After this John Jourdelay, John Gall, 
Robert Heiggley, Ralph Mungyn, Thomas 
Garenter, all men in Orders, with ſeve- 
ral others, were brought before the V-

holding divers corrupt Opinions concerning 
the Sacrament of the Altar, the Adoration

cerning matters of Relivton, written in 
the Vulgar Tongue, All which Opinions

Official, and Thomas Brown Chancellor 
of Canterbury, with ſome other Lawyers 
both Canoniſts and Civilians, were or- 
der'd to draw up a Form of the Procels 
againlt chem. 

But Pope Martin was very much trou- 
bled to ſce the Power of the Keys de- 


. creaſe daily in England both by the de- 


nial of a Tenth for his War with the Bo- 
hemians, and ſeveral other Afﬀronts that 
he pretended to have lately receiv'd : 
Far lome years before this having by his 
Bull of Proviſion tranſlated Richard 
[ {ing Biſhop of Lincoln to the See of 
lork, which was then vacant by the 
death of the Archbiſhop; the Dean and 
Chapter of 7or4 oppos'd his entrance 
nro their Church, lo that the Pope was 
forc*d by a contrary Bull to transler him 
back again to the See of Lincoln. The 
Year atter John Opizanus the Pope's Le- 
gate was impriſon'd for preſuming by 
vertue of that Office to gather the Mo- 
ney due tothe Pope's Trealury contrary 
to the Kings Command ; which Mat- 
ter the Pope by his Letters ſharply cx- 
poſtulated with the Duke of Bedford. 
He would certainly have call'd to 
mind all thele things, it he had not 
been 
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been diverted by the more important 
Concerns of the Council of Baſil which 
was now to be call'd. For the time 
prefixd for the aſſembling of it was now 
at hand, the ſeventh Year bcing almoſt 
expir'd ſince the end of the lz{t Council ; 
for which cauſe the Archbiſhop of Ca- 
ter bury call'd another Synod at London 
im the beginning of the.next Year, on 
the 19" of February, in which Dele 


gates were choſen to be ſent to Ba{tl, * 


and Two pence in the Pound was al. 


low'd them out of all the Revenucs of 


the Clergy, Their Inſtructions were, 
To deſire in the name of the Church of Eng- 
land, That a ſtop might be put to that 
vaſt number of Diſpenſations which were 
aaily granted, by which ſome were permit+ 
ted to hold two Livings beſide Dionities, 
others had leave to be abſent from ther 
Cures, and ſome who were fſearce at wipe, 
were admitted to the higheſt Offices in the 
Church; and that no Unions of Churches 
might be made but where there were Cons 
vents within the bounds of the Pariſh. 

The Synod alſo granted the King a 
whole Tenth at the lollicitation of John 
Kempe Archbiſhop of Tork, and Lord

Bur Pope Martin, though it were 
Pepergenerally with great reluftancy that he had call'd 
9raidef the Council at Baſi/, fearing leſt his 
Life and Attions ſhould be inquir'd into 
(for which cauſe alſo the * ſucceeding 
Popes were always very averſe from

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calling a General Council ) yer becauſe 
this was the Place and Time appointed 
both by his own Edicts and the determi- 
nation of the Fathers afſembled firſt ar 
Conftance , and then at Pavis, that he 
might not ſeem to equivocare 1n the 
opinion of all Chriſtendom, appointed 
Julian Caſarinus Cardinal of $. Aneeto 
to preſide in his Name at the Connc/ ; 
who at that time was his Leexre in 
the Bohemian War agajnſt the Followers 
of FHus, the Cardinal of Winches/ter, be- 
ing lately recall'd from that Polt. Bur 
betore his journy to Baſil, in the begin» 
ning of the next Year Pope Marin died 
at Kome, and Gabriel Condelmarins, who 
was created Cardinal at Lucca by Gre. 
gory the Twelfth, as is before related, 
was choſen into his room on the 3* of 
March, and chang'd his Name for that 
of Engenias the Fourth ; by whom allo 
Ceſarinus being continued in the Ottice 
of Legate, he went to Baſi/, and open'd 
the Conncil there in the beginning of 
December. 

In which the matter was hotly de- 
bated concerning the Power ot the 
Pope ; and on the 15" of Fibrnary it 
was Determined, 7 hat x General Conmcil 
doth derive its Authority immrdiatel; from

that he hath no power to remove Or pro- 
rogue it ; that if the Pope die in the tim? 
of their Seſſion, the right of eretting a new 
one is in the Council, and that the ſupreme 
Government of the Charch is committed to 
a Council, and mot to the Pope; and by 
vertue of this ſupreme Authority the y COM» 
ſfituted Alfonſus Cardinal of S. Euſtace 
Lezate of Avignon, and forbad Eugenius 
to make any rrw Cardinals before the end 
of the Council, 

The Pope being alarmed at theſe De- 
crees, by his Edit remov'd the Coun- 
cil from Bafi/ to Bologns, which Tran- 
flation the Fathers by a contrary Edit 
diſanull'd, and both of them by their 
Letters cited the Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, one to Baſil, and the other to Bo- 
lopna. 

Upon this the Archbiſhop call'd a 
Synod at London on the 15 of Septem- 
ber, and advisd with the Biſhops and 
Prelates what courle was to be taken 
in the Diſſention between the Connci/ 
and the Pope ; who unanimouſly con- 
cluded, To ſend Delegates to the Fathers 
at Baſil, and others to P: p: Eugenius, to 
compoſe the Differences on both ſides; to

leave to the Founder to place in it a 
Warden and Fcllows, and to make 
Laws and Statutes to oblige both them 
and their Succeflors, Upon which he 
went the next Year to Oxford, where 
he ſolemnly conſecrated the Chappel 71 chug9e! 
of his College, and made Richard An ownſecraced, 
. arew, 
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drew, Doftor of Law and Chancellor 
of Canterbury, Warden of it ; he alſo 
made Twenty Fellows, who were all 
choice men picket out of the whole Uni- 
verſity, to whom he gave power toelett 
into their Society Twenty more : Out 
of which Number he order'd that Twen- 
ty four ſhould ſtudy Divinity and the Li- 
beral Sciences, and the other Sixreen the 
Civil and Canon Law. He allo com» 
manded all the Members of his Founda- 
tion to pray for the Souls of King Henry 
the Fiſth, of Thomas Duke of Clarence, 
and of the Nobility and common Sol- 
diers that had been kill'd in the French 
War, and for all Chriſtians in general 
according to the cuſtom of thoſe Times; 
being troubled in Conſcience, as it 
ſhould ſeem, that he had been the Au- 
thor and Promoter of that War, in 
which a vaſt number of men had loſt 
their Lives ; for which cauſe he order'd 
his College to be call'd the College of 
All Sauls departed in the Faith 1n Oxford. 
He added alſo two Chaplains, ſeveral 
Choriſters and Servants who were to 
attend upon the publick Service of the 
College. 

After this he preſcrib'd them Laws 
and Statutes, by which their m_ 

oa an 
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| and Manners, their Offices and Profits 


were to be regulated ; and laſtly , ha- 
ving inſpe&ted John Drue/'s Accounts of 
the Building thus far, he committed the 
care of beautifying it within, and en- 
larging it without ro Roger Keyes, who 
was afterwards made Warden. For the 
Cloyſters, and that part of the Building 
that faces the great Street of the Town, 
were built, as it is faid, ſome part in 
his life-time, and the reſt after his 
death. 

After che Foundation of this College, 
we find no mention of any publick 
Aftion done by him either in the Re- 
cords of the Kingdom, or in the Hiſto- 
rians of that Age : only ſome noble Be- 
nefaftions of His to the Univerſity of 
Oxford and the Church of Canterbury 
are recorded, with which we ſhall con- 
clude the Hiſtory of his Vertues. 

There had been begun ſome time ago 
at Oxford by the Munificence chiefly of 
the Duke of Gloceſter, a lofry and mag- 
nificent Structure, the upper part of 
which was defign'd for a [idrary, and 
the lower for the publick Divinity 
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all theBiſhops andPeers who came to the 
Parliament at Weſtminſter, to contribute 
ſomething toward it; all which is grate- 
fully acknowledg'd by the Univerſity, 
in their * Le:ters to him. 

He alſo gave Two hundred Marks to 
the publick Cheſt of the Univerſity , 
which he orde:'! to be kept by three 
Maſters of / vu Regents and one 
Non-revent, wWio were to be choſen 
yearly. and were bound by an Oath ro 
the faichlul dilcharge of that Truſt; out 
of which the Univerfity might borrow 


- tor the publick uſe Five Pounds, every 


particular College Five Marks, a Maſter 
of Arts Forty Shillings, a Licentiate or 
V.archelour Two Marks, and an Under- 
graduate One; with this Condition , 
That every one ſhould depoſite a ſuffi- 
cient Pawn, which, it the Money were 
not repaid within a Month, was to be 
fortcited. 

He alſo did the Univerſity a ſignal 
piece of ſervice by that Decree, which 
we mention'd before, concerning the 
beſtowing Benefices upon thoſe only 
that had taken Degrees which was

Theſe and many other Fa- 
vours conferr'd by him upon the Uni- 
verſity , are honourably menti nd by 
them in their Letters ; and that the me- 
mory of them might remain for ever, 
it was ordaind by a * publick Decree, 


that his Name ſhould be repiſter'd | 


among their Benefattors, and read cve- 


ry Year 1n the Publick Schools by the * 


Chaplain of the Univerſity, and that a 
folemn Maſs ſhould be ſaid for 1::m on 
the Anniverſary of his Deatl:. 


All this was juſtlydue to him, who had 
ncreasd the glory of the Univerſity by 
the foundation of two Colleges, and by 
lo many publick Benefa(tions, beſide his 
private Charities to many poor Stu- 
dents, to whom he allow'd yearly Sri- 
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pends, as appears out of his private 
Accounts. 
He aderned Beſide this, he very much adorn'd his 
IIS Cathedral Church of Canterbury ; he 
ry. there laid out a great deal of Money in 
Repaired repairing Chriſt's Church, and building 
—_—_ a Library and Steeple ; he alſo gave a 
building and great many Jewels and Ornaments to 
Jurnjbing « that Church, and furniſh'd the Library 
wen x. with many valuableBooks in all kiads of 
Learning ; which are all reckon'd up ia 
a publick Inſtrument made by the Prior 
and Monks of Canterbury, and delſcrib'd 
among the publick Atts of that Church; 
in which _—_ on their part 
that his Body ſhould be laid in the Tomb 
that he had caus'd to be built on the 
North fide of the Chancel, and that no 
one beſide ſhould ever be buricd in chat 
place, which they and their Succeſlors 
would take care to fee perform'd, 
He alſo gave very liberally toward 
Gave {beraly the building of Croydon Chy- c> and 
_- * Rocheſter Bridge. I omir the reſt of ni- 
Croydon BeoctaQions, leſt the enumeration of 
Church, xd every {maller Decd of Charity ſhould 
—_— ſeem to detraQt from the glory of his 
more llluſtrious Actions. 
Thus having left the Monuments of 
his Picty and Liberality in all Places, 
being
